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It’s a buyer’s market, 
but some Chicagoans 
like their leases just fine

Stina Fish regularly dines at upscale restau- 
rants, dabbles in the stock market and has 
vacationed internationally twice in the past 
year— and she plans to tour China later this 
month. 

With an MBA under her belt, the 33-year- 
old Loop resident clearly knows how to 
handle money, yet there is one traditional in- 
vestment she refuses to make: Fish can’t bring 
herself to buy a home. 

“Since college, Fve thought that Americans 
are generally obsessed with the idea of hom- 
eownership being some kind of superior life- 
style, but I think we get more for our money 
renting,” said Fish, a manager of development 
in the public transportation industry 

Although the conventional wisdom for 
money management and responsible adult- 
hood dictates buying a home, recent research 
shows fewer Americans are making the leap 
to ownership. 

Economic troubles have played a major role 
in the nation’s real estate slump, but there 
also is a sizable portion of renters who say 
they have no intention of purchasing a house, 
citing rental advantages such as mobility and 
monthly savings. 

The number of households that are rent- 
ing grew by 3.4 million from 2004-2009, a 
10 percent increase, according to a 2010 re- 
port by the Joint Center for Housing Studies 
at Harvard University 

Some of those renters are there to stay 
More than a quarter of renters never plan to 
buy a home, according to a national survey 
conducted this summer for trulia.com, a real 
estate search engine. Of the renters who said 
they do plan to purchase someday 68 percent 
said it would be more than two years before 
they do so. 

Fish says she has the financial means to pur- 
chase a home, but she prefers the convenience 


of renting the loft apartment she shares with 
her husband. 

The space includes many of the perks of- 
ten associated with homeownership— in-unit 
laundry a covered parking space, pet-friendly 
building rules and a view of the Chicago Riv- 
er. (Fish did not want to reveal what she pays 
for rent, but she said it is less than a mortgage 
for a comparable space.) 

“We don’t worry about special assessments. 
We don’t worry about having to replace the 


dishwasher or the furnace,” Fish said. “Even 
though Fve been in the same apartment since 
2003, there’s still the idea that Fm free to pick 
up and move anywhere, at any time.” 

Recent economic reports suggest even 
more people may be moving toward renting. 

Sales of existing homes in Chicago fell 
25.1 percent year-over-year in July according 
to data released by the Illinois Association 
of Realtors. And that beats the national drop 
of 27.1 percent to reach the lowest level since 


the National Association of Realtors started 
tracking sales of single-family homes and con- 
dos in 1999, the Tribune reported. 

The dip was expected after the expiration 
of a government tax rebate program, said Bob 
Ghislandi, an associate broker with real estate 
company ©properties. 

“We’re seeing a void, which makes sense,” 
he said. “We all expected this. But anyone who 
buys right now is getting an incredible deal.”

ers who never looked back is Travis Linz, a senior 
sales representative who bought a two-bedroom 
penthouse condo in March in Ukrainian Village. 
After sitting on the sidelines for a couple of years, 
Linz said he was glad to finally negotiate a great 
price for a great place. 

“Interest rates were low and it seemed like we 
might be coming out of the recession, so I didn’t 
want to miss the window,” said Linz, 30. “I wanted 
something unique and I found it.” 

Renting had its pluses, Linz conceded, but he 


prefers the ownership lifestyle. 

“When I rented, it was great to know I could 
pack everything I own in an SUV and skip town 
should I decide to,” he said. “But I also have had a 
few awful landlords over the years, and I don’t miss 
dealing with them.” 

Thiyag Chinnappan, a 35-year-old marketing ana- 
lyst, said he considered buying a home about two 
years ago, but the uncertain job market strongly in- 
fluenced his decision to rent. So far, he has no regrets. 

“Owning a place adds the burden of immobility,” 


said Chinnappan, who says renting the four-bed- 
room Roscoe Village house he shares with three 
others has given him the opportunity to beef up his 
savings and travel around the world. “[I can] save 
more liquid cash and make other investments in- 
stead of tying it down to a house.” 

Owning a home wouldn’t make Chinnappan feel 
any more mature or grown up, he said. 

“It’s a very personal decision,” he said “This just 
fits my lifestyle better.”

Interpol returns after three years with its fourth 
album, self-titling the release as if to remind people 
who it is. On its 2002 full-length debut, “Turn on the 
Bright Lights,” the NewTcbrk City quartet made an 
instant impact by overlapping baritone-voiced cool, 
jagged guitars, elastic bass lines and a penchant for 
sudden, tension-busting choruses. But since then, 
the songs have lost some snap, and “Interpol” fails to 
reverse the trend. 

Still, the band sounds terrific. Alan Moulder’s mix 
highlights the intricate work of the rhythm section 
and the textural details that have always lurked on 
the fringes of Interpol’s best songs. But this time, 
those details— the syncopated rumble of a kick 
drum, the nimble allure of a bass line— supersede 
the tunes. Moulder lasers in on Carlos Dengler’s 

bass, and for good reason: Dengler not only wins the band’s best-dressed award, 
he’s also its finest musician. But he quit Interpol after the recording sessions for 
this album, and its lack of focus may explain why 

The songs trace the arch of an unraveling relationship, as need gives way to 
obsession, desperation and finally despair. Singer Paul Banks turns a few cutting 
phrases (“I did not take to analysis/So I had to make up my mind”), bringing a bit 
of dark humor to what is otherwise a somber, even morose, cycle of late-night 
soul-purging. 

“Lights” presents an excellent summation of Interpol’s ability to deliver slow- 
burn payoff Unfortunately nothing else on the album approaches that level of 
structured brilliance. What we get are bits and pieces of promising music without 
strong foundations.

Greek chef Zinos (Adam Bousdou- 
kos) can’t leave Germany and join his 
girlfriend in China until he finds a 
manager for his restaurant. He also 
must watch over his troubled brother 
Illias (Moritz Bleibtreu) and old pal 
Thomas (Wot an Wilke Mohring), who 
may want to take over the restaurant

The buzz: Director/co-writer Fatih 
Akin (“The Edge of Heaven”) is more 
versed in drama than black comedy so 
“Soul Kitchen” could be an interesting 
change of pace or an uncomfortable 
misfire. Regardless, perhaps the film 
can better accentuate the convivial 
powers of food than “Eat Pray Love.” 

The verdict: Akin should stick to the 
serious stuff The filmmaker already 


is susceptible to contrivance, and in 
“Soul Kitchen” his attempt at offbeat 
humor turns a believable situation into 
pure, far-fetched nonsense. 

Zinos’ struggle to balance job and re- 
lationships, and the contagious rhythm 
of music and food, has plenty of juice 
without Zinos tripping over a casket 
or watching a tax agent have sex in his 
restaurant after ingesting Honduran 
tree bark, an apparent aphrodisiac. 

There’s nothing wrong with a tone 
that mixes tough choices and uneasy 
laughs, but Akin, at the cost of any 
well-written relationships or motiva- 
tions, splits the difference and botches 
both.

3 martinis 
to the wind

Our “Mad Men” habit recently has had us pining for the days of office 
mini-bars and midday cocktail hours. Apparently we’re not alone. River 
North lounge-slash-restaxxrant Sable Kitchen & Bar has launched what it’s 
calling a Three Martini Brunch. Featuring a flight of mini-martinis, it’s just 
what it sounds like: an ideal excuse to sample multiple mixes from Sable’s 
highly skilled bar— and an even better excuse to start drinking before 
noon. We worked our best Joan Holloway impersonation and sashayed in 
on a recent Sunday to check it out.

Server says: Corned beef hash ($15) is a favorite and 
lots of people order the traditional Benedict ($14)-but 
she loves the enchiladas ($16). 

We say: Our server has good taste. We devoured the 
black bean- and cheese-stuffed tortillas, which come 
topped with chorizo, fluffy scrambled eggs and queso 
fresco. 

Feel free to pass on: The homemade doughnuts ($8). 
They’re cute enough, but the cinnamon and sugar 
they’re rolled in nearly gave us cavities on the spot. Plus it 
was uncomfortable gritty-a dusting would have sufficed. 


We can't stop thinking about: The breakfast flatbread 
($11). Flatbreads from the brick-fired oven are a spe- 
cialty here, so we jumped when we saw this one on the 
brunch menu. Paper-thin sliced potatoes, fennel-scent- 
ed sausage, a light layer of cheese and a sunny side-up 
egg adorn a tasty, tarte flambe-like round with crisp 
edges and a perfect chewy center. 

Is it lunchtime yet? Sable has a growing following 
among the River North lunchtime crowd, and they’ve 
wisely placed two noontime favorites on the brunch 
menu. The burger ($14), served on a pretzel roll, is a 
solid option, but we prefer the pork belly BIT ($12). 


Day drinking: Ah, yes-the reason we re here! At $10, 
the martini trio is a good value. And the three 4-ounce 
pours, presented side by side in recommended drink- 
ing order, make it easy to navigate nuances between 
different liquors-a fascinating study for gin geeks and 
newbies alike. 

Buzz factor: Sufficient. Coffee ($3.50) comes from re- 
spected Seattle roaster Caffe Vita, but refills are a little 
sluggish.

Live like a locavore: 
Think globally, 
eat locally 

If you’ve been to Green City Market this week, you know that 
the Locavore Challenge is in full swing. The annual event chal- 
lenges Chicagoans to commit from Sept. 8 to Sept. 22 to eating 
only food grown and produced locally. 

It’s no secret that I stand firmly behind locally sourced food. 

I’ve taken on the challenge several times, and while not easy, it 
serves as a reminder about where our food comes from— and 
how much we really can get in the Midwest. 

But there’s been a battle brewing over whether the locavore 
lifestyle really holds any environmental benefits. 

A Chicago Tribune article earlier this month reported many 
opponents of the locavore movement are “painting it as naive 
and eHtist at best and dangerous to the livelihood of conven- 
tional commodity farmers at worst.” 

Some say the math is off— that purchasing produce from 
within a smaller radius doesn’t always add up to fewer carbon 
emissions and energy saved. I don’t doubt that the math isn’t 
cut and dry But there’s more than one angle in support of eating 
local— including supporting your local economy 

Despite the USDA’s $65 milUon contribution toward the 
Know^ur Farmer, Know%ur Food program, which aims to 
connect “consumers with their local producers,” smaller farms 
still don’t receive the funds commodity crop growers do. 

About $25 billion a year in subsidies from the federal farm bill 
goes toward five main crops— corn, soybean, wheat, rice and cot- 
ton-ingredients that support livestock and the processed foods 
on grocery store shelves. 

By buying close to home, you’re keeping your hard-earned 
money in the local economy, of which you’re more likely to see 
the effects. 

Of course, if you need more convincing, I suggest heading 
over to your neighborhood farmers market and buying a peach 
or a tomato. Taste buds don’t he— they’re better than anything I 
can buy at the grocery store.
